|Mirs. - Stewart of Penhold) The Men's Mass Meeting 


, Last Sunday afternoon J. R. Cowell 
addressed the Men’s Mass Meeting at 
the Baptist church, his address being 
a continuation of the discussion ‘What 
is going to become of the white man.’ 
Mr. Cowell in his felicitous and 
eloquent style emphasized the lament- 
uble state-cf our 20th century con- 
ditions, socially, industrially and poli- 
tically, buthedefended the proposition 
that it was illogical and irrational to 
attempt to treat the question upon a 
mathematical basis, Great minds had 
endeavored to create an exact and 
mathematical philosophy, but all in 
vain. No one can reduce to a precise 
science the aspirations, emotions, 
affections or powers of the human 
will. In the day of Caesar's glory who 
could have predicted the advent of the 
British barbarian to the exalted ex- 
cellency of univeral. supremacy and 
the corresponding dismemberment and 
decline of the Roman empire? 

The difficulties of the would-be 

prophet are rendered insuperable by 
the problem of divine suzerainty. Mr. 
Cowell insisted that the one ull com- 
manding factor in the. life of the 
dominant white race was the spiritual. 
This spiritual power is at once our in- 
spiration and salvation operating as 
an antiseptic, neutralizing the ravages 
of moral and social disorders, And 
because the white race possesses this 
religious faith, Mr.Cowell felt satisfied 
that in any raciul collisions of the 
future, victory would be on the side of 
the people recogniziug the divine, and 
responding to high moral dictation. 
: Among those who sustained the 
open discussion was Mr, Speakman, of 
Penhold, who in avery forceful, able 
and concise speech denounced Asiatic 
exclusion from the Christinn stand- 
point as rank and inexcusable hypro- 
crisy. The doctrines that would avoid 
racial antipathy were the brotherhood 
of man and the Fatherhood of God. 

We should apply practically the 
principles of theteaching at Vancouver 


as at Shanghai. 


The meeting was one of the best 
ever held, over sixty men being 
present. 

Next Sunday afternoon the topic 
will be “How to make 1909 a success.” 
Five minute addresses will be given 
by leading citizens.

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THE ALBERTA CENTRAL 
RAILWAY CHARTER.

Asking for an extension of the 
charter of the Alberta Central 
railway has called forth a strong 
protest from the people of the 
west. The charter was first 
granted in 1901 and the settlers 
have waited eight years for a 
railway until they have beoome 
deadly sick of the whole business, 
and they are now crying out to 
cancel the charter and give some 
other railway a chance. John T. 
Moore wants an extension. That 
is only natural, now that he sees 
a chance to make something out 
of it. His forte is promoting 
enterprises of this sort, whether 
successful or otherwise. He was 
going to have Red Deer a great 
city in a few years when he was 
managing the Leadley estate. 
He was going to have our town 
the capital of Alberta and did not 

" geem te have an inkling of how 
weak he was until the assembly 
met, when he could hardly get a 
seconder to his motion. He was 
the promoter of the electric 
lighting system and when the 
bill was passed the rates were 
inserted. They were low and no 
kick could be found. As soon, 
however, as the people have be- 
come accustomed to the system 
and have installed lizhts, the 
company find out they must have 
higher rates, and, the town pro- 
testing, arbitration is resorted to, 
with the result that the town is 
worsted, as Mr. Moore knew it 
would be, owing to that little 
clause allowing them the privilege 
of charging as high a rate as 
other places in the west. This 
Alberta Central railway charter 
-has, some people think, been the 
means of keeping other railways 
out of Red Deer. Mr. Greene 
admitted an offer had been made 
for the charter, but the company 
refused to sell, because the pur- 
chaser would not offer to build a 
road at once. Yet the Alberta 
Central Railway Company are 
asking for the same privilege ex- 
tended to them, while they will 
not build the road, but hope to 
sell to other parties. The com- 
pany can hold the charter by 
starting to build the road before 
the first of May. They can 
claim the subsidy of something 
over three thousand’ dollars 
a mile by paying up ten per cent 
of their stock. They can secure 
the co-operation of every citizen 
by showing a.single scratch of 
the-pen that the C. P. R. or any 
other railway desires to secure 
thecharter. But they do nothing 
of the kind. There is nothing 
tongible offered now. Mr. Gal- 
brait had an interview with Mr. 
Moore and after some talk he 
called the executive of the Board 
of Trade together. Mr. Moore 
addressed them Wednesday night 
and:a hasty meeting was called 
Friday night. Many previoue 
engagements had been made and 
there was aamall attendance out 
side the Central Alberta Railway 
people. The object of the meeting 
seemed to be to send some one 
clothed with authority from the 
Board of Trade to the Evarts 
meeting to persuade them to drop 
their petition to the minister of 
Railways, or at least show them 
that Mr. Moore at last had eome- 

. thing pretty strong up his sleeve. 

.He had talked with the C. P. R. 

_ people and there was every pros- 

_pect of them. running a line 

‘through here because they had 

‘allowed Mr. Moore to talk to them 

. and had patiently listened to his 
stcry. We cannot blame Mr. 
Moore for wanting an extension 
of the charter of the Alberta 
Central Railway now that the 
provincial government and rail- 
way companies all seem to be 
shaping towards railway  ex- 
tension in the province and he 
has everything to gain and 
nothing to lose, but the News has 


so far failed to see anything ‘in 
the arguments used to convince 
it that there is anything more in 
the mysterious stories circulated 
by Mr. Moore than that he wante 
the charter of his railway ex- 
tended for twu years and this is 
the only way it can be done. 

Since writing the above we 
learn that the people of Evarts at 
the meeting Saturday night were 
willing to petition for an extension 
of the railway for one year with 
the .understanding that work 
start and a certain amount be 
built within that time. 


BE A SPORT. 


R. B. Welliver boastfully 
claims in the Advocate that he 
did remarkably well considering 
the Mayors letter eulogizing Mr. 
Botterill, the papers against him, 
the Council against him toa man, 
and even the town police bringing 
votes for his opponent. Mr. 
Welliver knows the Mayor's letter 
gave him a pretext for complaint 
and he claims it was the means of 
giving him twenty votes. How 
it could gain him votes and still 
do him harm is not explained. 
The papers were very fair to Mr. 
Welliver and were practically 
neutralin fact the Advocate in 
publishing his interviews gave 
him more publicity. than it did 
Mr. Botterill and the News was 
as mild as a breeze in June, and 
was practically independent ex- 
cept that we said Mr. Botterill 
had had experience and Mr.

We always thought Mr. Welliver 
was a sport, in fact he always 
claimed.to be one, but this kind 
of stuff does not look likeit. We 
advise R. B. to takehis medicine 
like a man and stop whining over 
spilt milk.

lities at terminal stockyards and 
loading stations, by failing to 
supply cars when ordered which 
is absolutely esgential in a shipp- 
ing business of this sort, or by 
refusing to supply cars to all 
points which the dealers require 
and thus occasing loss to the 
shipper. Evidence on these three 
points and on several minor ones 
will be offered to the commission 
by several of the members when 
the commission reaches Winni- 
peg. —
